The “ something 
mu-t ba done” chorus ought to have 
been dropped long ago in favour of a 
genuine effort to be helpfol. 

It isa tough problem to tackle and 
tha solotion of it calls for drastic 
action, First of all wo want o 
thorough combing out of th» criminals, 
and the potential criminals, amongst 
us. That might be done, we suggest, 
by a series of organised raids on a big 
‘woale. District by district the whole 
Colony should be gradually “ mopped 
up” and each house sesrched from 
’ "top to bottom: for arms and house- 

breaking tools, Every Chinose found 

in the area being mopped up whether 
in the etrect or inside a house, should 
be pubjected to the same process.

RENTS O8DINANCE TEST 
“CASE. :

IMPORTANT POINT DECIDED. 


— 


In the Summary Court yesterday 
alternoon judgment was given by Mr. 
Justice Wood in the test case brought 
under the Rents Ordinance, 1922 in 
which Ip Yuk-kwong, merchant of 100 
High 8t., Victerio, claimed possession 
of prémiecs and the aniount of rent 
due from Fong Hon-sam, trader, of 
25 Centre Street. ; 

In giving judgment for the deien- 
dant, His Honour said: 

The plaintiff is the owner of houee 
No. 25, Centre Street. The defendant 
is in occupation of the second floor of 
this house, The plaintiff claims an 
order for possession of the second 
floor under the Rents’ Ordinance, 
1922 (Ordinance. 14 af 1922). 

On January 11th Jast, the def. 
endant was the tenant in sctusl oc- 
cupation of the second floor. He wasa 
monthly tenant of the plaintiff under 
5 verbal agreement, lunar months be- 
ing adopted for calculation of the 
tenancy period. The standard rent 
payable in reapect of hie tenancy wat 
$38 per mensem. 

In September, 1921,.8 notice 
issusd by the Building Autbority 
under the provisions of section 206 o' 
the Public Health and Buildings Or- 
dinance, 1903, (Ord. 1 of 1903) was 
served uon the plaintiff. By thie 
notica the building was declated 
d.ngerous to such an extent.. that 
partial demoliton had become nezecs- 
ary. The plaintiff was ordered to 
take down the whole of the flank 
wall, and portions of the front, cross, 
ani rear walls. 

Apart {rom shoring and prepara- 
tion of architect's plane, the plaintiff 
took no stess to comply with this 
notice until the 11th January. He 
then served on the defendant a notice 
to quit impediately, in order that 
the instrictions of the Buildiog 
Authority might be carried out. The 
defeniant quitted the premises in ac- 
cordance with this notice, He made

uo peatest of any kind, nor did he re- 
serve expressly any rights under his 
tenancy. The premises were then io 
put pulled down and reconstructed 
by the piaintifi. 

On the i8th Mays certificate was 
issued by the Building Authority 
undor section 204 of the -Rublic 
Health and Buildings Ordinance, 1903, 
that the premises, which had now be- 
cms “new’ building” witbin the 
mesning of the Ordinanca had been 
built in compliance with the ‘provi- 
sions of that Ordinance. The house, 
therefore, was on that date-ready for 
occupation. 

The plaintiff still proposed to let 
the secord floor asa separate domestic 
tenement, On the 17th May the 
plaintiff and. the defendant made 
verbal agreement for a monthly 
tenancy, agein adopting lunar months, 
of this domestic tenement, ata rental 
of $60 per mensem. 

The firat month’s rent was paid in 
advance under this agreement. -- Tne 
Gefendant ocoupied the floor, again, 
with the plaintiff's consent. 
Subsequently the defendant’ claimed 
thatthe atandard rent payable in 
January last still attached to 
the domestic tenement. Bor the 
second, month he tendered that. 
amount (with a voluntary addition 
calculated in accordance with eection 
14 of the Rents’ Ordinance, 1922.) 

A FRIENDLY TEST CASE, 

The present action is. brought to 
test the legal validity of the 
defendant’e contention. It is a

EXTENT OF THE RECONSTRUCTION. 


T wiil here set out the facts which 


show the nature of the reconstruction 
undertaken in these premises.

Water was liid on to'all three floora- 
and siks and gat cookera were in- 
stalled on each floor.” In deciding 
that the rent of ths undivided dwel- 
ling house must be apportioned, he 
said, “ To hold otherwise would lead 
to very strange revults. One of the 
resolts of holding otherwiee would 
be that the landlord might retain one 
or two rooms of the house for his owa 
nso and let off the remainder as a se- 
parate dwelling at a greatly increased 
rent, although he would be unable by 
reason of the Aot to incresse the rent 
of the whole house.”

SUMMONS WITHDRAWN, - 


COMPLAINANT APOLOGISES. 


Last week Mr. 0. Iogenohl, pro- 
prietor of the Orient Tobacco 
Manufactory of Kowloon, aummoned 
the: Hongkong Ciger, Store... of 
Alexandra Bailding for an alleged “ 
miauee of bis trade mark on some 
cigars sold by the/Store, and tha case 
wan remanded for hearing, 

This morning when the summons 
was again coiled: bsfore Me, R. E. 
Lindsell, Mr, M. BH. Turaer, who 
appeared for the complainant, said 
that the latter was the owner of 
certain trade marks used on cigars 
manufactured by bis firm. From cer- 
tain information received, .the com- 
plainant was led to believe that the 
dofendants were using his trade matka 
ona quantity of cigara ‘not made at 
bia Mongkok factory. Acting on this 
information, Mr. Ingenobl obtained 
a warrant and had the defend- 
ante’ cigare- eeized. On  inepect- 
ing the cigara however, the de-- 
fendant discovered thet they were of 
hisown manafacture, Therefore the 
complainant had instructed him to 
appeer in Court this morning to say 
that his ‘action was absolutaly un- 
warranted, to offer an unqualified 
apology to the defendants aad to ask 
his Woreb'p’s permission to with- 
daw tho summois, 

Mr, Ht. L. Dennys, fur the de- 
fendante, said he endorsed all that 
Mr. Turner had said, and wished 
it to bo fully ‘understood that 
his clients had dons nothing to 
ju tify their bsing brought up 
before the Court, The complainant 
had compensated the defendants 
and had given an unqualified 
apology in Court. His cliente 
were eatisfied ond therefore he

feol undaty alarmed at.the warning 
which emanated ‘recently from o 
Tohore Medical Office as to the danger 
of eating tho fruit with sugar says the 
Seger’ Free Press. To o largo 
number of old residents ‘hero the 
phate ae that the addition of sugar 
to the encculent mangosteen j is fraught 
with peril, in thot it gives riso to the 
elaboration of a chemical toxin or 
poison of a highly virnlent nature will 
sound well-nigh incredible in view of 
the considerable amount of mango- 
ateen jam they havo enjoyed in tho 
past. Further than thie, two Singapore 
authorities expressed the conviction 
that there was no cause for alarm, A 
well-known chemistry expert told a 
representative of the Free Press that 
the poironing, could not porsibly ke a 
chemical poisoning as it could not be 
produced by adding sugat to a 
vegetable eubstance as the mango- 
steen. It might be that there was 
bacteviolo- ical poisoning but he did 
not think that was possible unl-as io 
the two cases which bad been referred 
to the frnit wae in ao decomposed 
condition when eaten. 

Thesn reassuring views were con- 
solidated by tho opinion of a well- 
known bacteriologist. Mo suggested 
that in the two cases in Kuala 
Lumpur death was protably accasion- 
ed by some other illaess for which the 
mangosteen was blamed. Many 
people, he vaid, must have caten 
mongosteens before they were ripe. 
and had eaten sugar with them. He 
referred to on instancy in his own 
knowledge in which o person haa 
been in the habit of eating a dozen 
mangostcens ata “sitting” with tea 
aud other sweetened iood, and with- 
ont the dire results the Joboro cr- 
respondent refers to. Practically all 
these poisons, he cffiim-d contain 
nitrogen, Sugar contaiva nene ard 
he did uot think that nitrogen waa 
jrescnt in the mangosteen to aby 
great extent. He declared that he 
would have n> qua’ms or hesitation 
in sitting down tu eat mangosteen 
with sugar,

* Anglo Japanese Alliance which has 
heen in force, more or less, since 1905. 
The main object of the Anglo Japan- 
ese Alliance was to maintain the peace 
of the Bar Eest, and it undoubtedly 
fncressed security and generally per- 
mitted peacefal trading in that part 
of the world, whatever may be esid 
against it by ita detractora, Let us 
hope that the enme may be said 17 
yearn hence of the Four-power Pact 
which has taken its place. 

The education of Chinese in this 
country bas not been referred to in 
the report because tha matter is, at 
present under the cozsideration of a 
Committee appo‘nted by the Foreign 
Office, There are many difficulties, 
apart from those of a financial 
nature, in making satisfactory 
arrangementsin thie, matter, and I 
think many of thore who refer to it 
in letters to ‘she Press over- 
look altogether the work that is being 
done by the Horgkong University. 

It was with ‘great pleasure that we 
learnt that a knighthood had been 
conferred un the Chairman of tha 
Bhanghai branch of the China As- 
sociation; then Mr. B.C, Pearce, and 
that H.R.A, tho Prince of Wales, 
daring bis visit to , Hongkong. 
bestowed the honour upon Bir Edward 
Pearce, who had gone to Hongkong 
‘ag 8 representative of the Britich 
commmunity in Staoghai, The work 
done by Sir Edward Peares for Shang- 
hai is too well known'to you all to 
require reference here. 

MONGKONG TARIFF. 

Daring the esrly part of thie year 
Hongkong underwent one of the mcat 
unpleasant experiences in the whole 
history of tho Colony, which resulted 
in great loss and inconvenienos to the 
shipping and businees community. 
J refer to the seamen’s atrike, which 

” eventually spread to all Chinese cm- 
ployees in the Colony, Tho etrike was 
entirely a political move, and was 
conceived and supported by tho then 
Government of Canton, under Mr, Sun 
Yat Sen. In tha great majority of 
casestho men were quite contented 
with their wages, and only leit their 
work under wsystem of intimidation 

- which could not [ave been ceried 
out at all without strong official sup- 

-port in Canton. This is just on 
instance whese the Port of Hongkong 
anffers, and the trade is endangered 
by being under a Government De- 
partment and ruled by a body 
of  offizinle owning allegiance 
to thst Department, who have no 
other official connection or representa- 
tion in China. As you know, the 
Colony of Hongkosg is under the 
Colonial Office and the Consulates at 
Canton and elsiwbere in Chin. sre 
ander the Forsign Office, and though 
pechspait is too much to expect two 

.. Government Departments to work as 
one, I think there must have been a 
consideratle want of co-operation in 
this {ostance. Thore is little doubt 
that the attitud: of the Hongkong 
Government towards Sun Yat Sen’s 

* Government in Canton for somo time 
Defore the atrike was ill advised, and 
that the Chinese. official support of the 
strike was in the ‘orm of a reprieal ; 
and what I woutd like toimpress apon 
our officials concerned is that it. was, 
and still is, a. very expensive 

. experionce for (he business oom- 
munity, This is not the only instance

disintegration over an ever-widening 

tea, which was descriptive of tho 

‘genoral situation at the. end of 1920, 

bas been followed by more activo 

measures on the part of the principal 

claimants for power, with the result 

that ‘the movemeut, led by General 

Wa Pei-fu, hos increased in strength, 

while the power and influonce 

exercised by General Chang Tso lin in 

the north, and by Dr. Sun Yat-sen in 
the south, have been ehaken, if not 
entirely broken. There is reason to 
believe that the central leadors con 
count upon the support of public 
Gpinion, while any new adminietration 
which they may form will derive in- 
creased prestige from the successful 
efforts of Chircso diplomacy in 
matters connected with fereign policy. 
The desire for peace and security 
under a Government that can govern 
is so strong and go general that thers 
seems to bo a brighter prospect of & 
satisfactory scttlement being arrived 
atin Peking in the near future than 
at any ‘time since the fall of Yuan 
Sbib Kai. 

WASHINGTON CONFERENCE. , 

The ontstanding event of the year 
as been the Woshington Conference, 
and it is confidently hoped for bene- 
ficial results from the settlement there 
of many difficult and complicad 
questions, several of which. ware o 
standing menace to the tranquility of 
the Far East. Everyone interested 
in China ia under a debt of gratitude 
to the. diplomatists engaged ia the 
work of the Conferenco for the feeling 
of confidence engendered by the re- 
sulta of their laboura, The ontstand- 
ing features of the Conference were, 
firstly, the broadminded and judicial 
attitude of America ond Great Brit- 
ain, and also the atatesmanship and 
tact displayed by their represent- 
atives in negotiation; secondly, the 
conciliatory, attitude and strength of 
character eliown by Japan in making 
great and important concessions in tho 
cause of peace ; and last, but not lesat, 
the remarkably able way the repres- 
entatives of China handled the claims 
nod interests of their country with 
eminently satisfactory resulta. Tho 
success of the Chinese diplomatists is 
tha more remarkable as it was attain 
ed at a time when China had been in 
an unfortunate state of internal disor 
der for many years, when a large por- 
tion of her armed forces were out of 
cortrol, when saveral provinces bad 
declared the'r independence of the 
Central Government, when that 
Government was infective and cor- 
rupt, and when it had defaulted upon 
atleast tivo of its foreign loans against 
which no special security had been 
hypothccated. , 

The Powers reprearated at the Con- 
ference adopted resolutions favourable 
toa recunstractive policy in regard to 
Chins, The main advantages which 
China obtained asa result of the Con- 
ference are tabulated thus :— 


(1) Tariff revision up to an effective 
5 percent. estimated to producs an 
ingrease =oof reveouo of Chinese 
$17,000,000, 

(2) Later on, a special conference 
by means of which she will be allowed 
to levy a surtax, which is estimated 
to yield a further incro-ae of Chinese 
$27.000 000, 

(3) Further tax onluxurics, Chinese 
$2,000,000. 

(4) When the work of this epecial 
conference ia completed, and Likin ia 
abolishe:), the increasa of revenue to 
the Maritime Custcms at, Chinese 
$166,600,009. 

(5) A commission is to be appoin- 
ted to report upon legislative and 
judicial reforms, 

(G) Foreign post offices are to te 
aboliehed, and meaatime China given 
facilities to take precautio.s against 
tke evasion of Customs dutiis acd 
against thecontinuance of sontrabaad 
t-aflic, such as that in mo:phia. 


(7) Wir leas telegraph stations are 
‘o come undar Goverament control. 

(8) All treaties and conoassions for 
Government contracts granted to 
foreign Government: or their subj cts 
by both Central snd Provincial Gov 
ernments are to be published. 

(9) The rindition of Wei-hai wei 
has been agreed to, and n-gotiations 
aro to be began for that of Kwang-

KOWLOON. “ 


CORONER'S INQUEST 
\ XESTERDAY, 
—_* " 
DIED OF PNEUMONIA, 

At the Magistracy yesterday sfter- 
noon, Mr. R, EB. Lindaell, as Coroner 
and a Jury composed of Mesars. HP. 
Lamarche (foreman), H. 0, Marcal 
and Ng Kwok-ling, held an inquiry 
into tho cirsumstances attendiog 
the death of o mato Chinoso 
prisoner of ‘Victoria jail, who died 
in the jail early the same morning. 

The deceased, Li Ying, aged 50, 
was sentneed to si: month’s bard 
Jabour on August 22 for kidnapping o 
muitsai at Samshuipo, “Ho reported 
sicx on Saturday and was admitted to 
the jail. -hospital.: Dr. &. A. Esler, 
the Jail Medical Officer examined the 
man on Monday. morning oud found 
that he wasanffering from pnuemonia. 
Tho prisoner was tcriously but not 
dangerously ill. Dr. Esler received 
an urgent telephene message at 6.25 
the following morning tbat the 
prisoner's condition appeared to be 
worse, and’ when he atived 20 
minutes later, tha man was already 
dead. Death was due to heart failure 
caused by pneumonia, which super. 
y-ned on tuberculosis of the longs. 
The doctor said that the man’s condi- 
tion was such that it was difficult for 
other than s professional man to say 
that he was seriously ill 

Replying to tho Coroner, Dr. Esler 
said that it was pousible if the mon 
reported sick after-hie usual inspec: 
tion, for him to be admitted to the jail 
horpital without previous reference 
to him. In such cases ho would 
examina tho patiett on the following 
morning, unless, of course, if the 
man was rerioudy ill, in which 
caso he would be telephoned for at 
ovce. In this caro ho did not think 
the patient woald havo berefitted 
much by any treatincnt, even if he bad 
been taken in hand 48 honrs earlier, 
as his lungs were badly affected. -.
